Messrs. White sod Capps Have Re* 
turned from New Orleans. 


Messrs. J. H. White and F. A. 
Capps, delegates from B l a z e s 
county to the New Orleans inter* 
eta e cotton convention, reached 
home yesterday 
and expressed 
themselves most enthusiastically 
regarding the work of the meet­ 
ing. 
Mr. White, who served the 
convention as a member ol the 
finance committee, said: 
“It appears to me now that thfe 
wark of the convention can only 
lit in success, but of course this 
may 
bk unduly optimistic 
cmd resalt from the enthusiastic 
meetings through which we have 
just gone. 
I have never 
seen 
such enthusiasm and determina­ 
tion in my life. 
The convention 
unanimously voted for a reduction 
of $5 per cent in the cottonj acre­ 
age and a similar redaction in the 
ase of fertilizers. 
Delegates were 
present from Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, 
Florida, 
Alabama, 
Gaoxgia, North Curolina, South 
Caroli aa, 
Tennessee, 
Missouri, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and the In­ 
dian Territory. 
The entire cot­ 
ton growing area of the South was 
represented, Texas leading with 
the largest delegation. 
“ It was also unanimously de­ 
termined to hold cotton for a min­ 
imum price of IO cents per pound, 
same to be kept at home or in 
local 
warehouses 
and 
protected 
from fire, weather damage, etc. 
Bankera vere present from all the 
stater represented, and will fur­ 
nish the money to 
hoid cotton, 
wherever necessary, at a low rate 
of interest. The bankers expressed 
surprise at the small 
demands 
made upon them up to this time 
by the farmers who are holding 
ofitton.”

He was equally well pleas­ 
ed, however, and says there were 
2-500 or 3000 delegates present. 
Mr. Capps commented on the fact 
that some of the older states are 
much better organized for the work 
than Texas, and many went to 
New Orleans determined to cut 
down the acreage at home regard­ 
less of what action the convention 
might take. 
Mr. Capps is aho 
desirous of taking advantage of 
the opportunity to perfect organi­ 
zation without delay and get down 
to practical work in Brazos county.
